Plane Crash Disaster 


RIJEKA, Yugoslavia (AP) — 


A two-week Adriatic holiday 
ended before it started Sunday 
night in death for 72 British 
tourists aboard a Yugoslav 
charter jetliner that crashed 
and burned as it was landing at 
Rijeka airport. 


A Yugoslav family of three 


also was killed, the organizers of 
the tour said, but the Yugoslav 
tour director and the four 
Yugoslav 
crew 
members 


escaped. The crew members 
were slightly injured. 


It was the worst air disaster in 


Yugoslavia since September, 
1966, when a British charter 


plane crashed near Ljubljana, 
killing 98 holidaying Britons. 


The plane Sunday was a twin- 


jet TU134, built in the Soviet 
Union 
and 
flown 
by 


Yugoslavia's Aviogenex line. It 
had flown a load of British 
tourists from Split to Gatwick 
airport, 30 miles south of Lon- 
don, and was landing with the 
new group of tourists at the 
airport on the island of Krk, 20 
miles south of this port on the 
northern Adriatic. 


Airport officials said the skies 


were overcast and there had 
been rain, but weather con- 
ditions were suitable for a 


normal landing. Witnesses said 
the plane landed and taxied 
about 200 yards. Then the left 
wing broke off and the plane 
slewed around 180 degrees, 
flipped over and caught fire. A 
series of explosions followed. 


Authorities 
said 
the 


passengers were held in their 
seats by their seat belts and 
burned to death, but the crew 
escaped because the control 
cabin broke off and did not burn. 


The only surviving passenger, 


Jrajko Sarajcic of the Yugo- 
tours agency, said when he felt 
the plane breaking up, he un-

Three young Los Molinos men 


were killed early

Dead at the scene of the ac- 


cident were Dwaine Willard 
Drenon, 20, and Mark Owen 
Wood, 18. Duane Robert Ebert, 
19, was taken to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital in Red Bluff and was 


being transferred to Redding 
Memorial Hospital, but died en 
route. 


Wood and Ebert were seniors 


at Los Molinos High School, and 
Drenon was a former student 
there. 


According to the investigating 


California Highway Patrol, the 
1968 Ford Mustang was ap- 
parently traveling east when he 


entered a curve too fast and left 
the roadway and went over a 
steep incline. 


The vehicle reportedly hit a 


tree about 30 feet above its base, 
then spun around and struck 
another tree before falling to the 
ground. The accident, which 
apparently 
happened in the 


early morning hours, was 
discovered by a U.S. Forest 


Service Ranger at about 11 a.m. 


Don Carothers, principal at 


the high school, said the 
students were understandably 
"in a state of shock." 


Carothers said that both Wood 


and Ebert were active and 
popular at the school. Wood was 
a leader in the Future Farmers 
of America and Ebert par-

hearings on a bill to limit media 
spending by candidates for 
President, the Senate and House 
to plug loopholes in disclosure of 
their campaign financing, and to 
provide tax credits or deduc- 
tions for small contributions. 


Kleindienst generally en- 


dorsed the measure of the type 
of comprehensive legislation 
called for by President Nixon 
last year when he vetoed a bill 
limiting broadcast spending. 


However, Kleindienst called 


for a number of changes in 
addition to striking the con- 


tribution ceiling. He recom- 
mended repeal of the existing 
provision 
which 
requires 


broadcasters give equal time to 
minor party candidates as 
allowed major party candidates. 


The bill would change this 


only as it applies to presidential 
and vice presidential can- 
didates. But Kleindienst said it 
should apply to Senate and 
House races as well. "Every 
argument supporting limited 
repeal supports total repeal," he 
testified. 


The administration also ob- 


jects to the bill's separate 
limitations on media types of 
spending Kleindienst said. 


Former Senator Dies

Former Sen. Thomas D. Dodd, 
D-Conn., whose 1967 censure by 
the Senate for alleged misuse of 
campaign funds led to hr- 
political downfall, died Monday 
of a heart attack.

The Open Range Law 


(FROM THE ELY (NEV.) DAILY TIMES) 


Nevada highway death statistics have hinted that domestic 


animals on the highways are beginning to contribute increasingly 
to the toll. In White Pine County, last week, the point was driven 
home with a sledge hammer when five persons died in a headon 
crash precipitated by a horse on the pavement. 


In 1969, three persons died in wrecks involving animals. In 1970, 


five were killed in livestock-oriented crashes. In 1971, with the first 
quarter just barely gone, six have died, one in Elko County and five 
in White Pine. The trend is moving inexorably upward. 


Nevada is one of the last states in the Union to have an open 


range law. The law gives the right-of-way on a rural highway, to 
cattle grazing on open ranges. There also used to be a law that said 
you had to get your horseless carriage off the road and out of sight 
if a team and wagon approached. Even after automobiles became 
predominant, horses retained the right-of-way. Even today, or- 
dinances in many cities award the right-of-way to animals in 
downtown streets. 


On the open highway, it ceases to be a mere matter of in- 


convenience. It becomes a matter of life and death. The open range 
law clearly discriminates against the rights of the majority. A 
tourist family's right to life simply cannot be weighed against a 
cow's right to wander the highway in search of a snack. 


The plain truth is: if that horse had not been on the highway 


that night last week, four Utahans and a McGill man would still be 
alive today. 


A variety of breaks, both legal and financial, already go to 


Nevada's cattlemen. Open range is one they will not give up 
willingly. However, the risks to life and property outweigh, 
preponderously, the benefits to be derived from allowing livestock 
to wander at large over Nevada's highways. 


The problem is growing rapidly. John McSweeney, the Nevada 


Department of Motor Vehicles' safety coordinator, noted that the 
state is growing at such a rate, the open range concept has to be 
changed. There are more drivers coming in contact with livestock, 
he added, and there is an increasing danger. He said that he sees an 
obvious upward trend in fatal accidents involving livestock. 


McSweeney sees livestock-caused accidents as a big con- 


tributor to an accident death toll that is already growing out of 
control. McSweeney also rapped public apathy. "If 67 residents and 
visitors in Nevada suddenly died of some mysterious disease, 
people would be afraid to go out of their houses and they would start 
screaming for a cure. But no one is apparently concerned that 67 
have died on Nevada's highways since the first of the year." 


The TIMES has twice already, in editorials, called upon the 


Nevada Legislature to end the open range law. This idea was 
among a series of items that included tougher regulations for 
motorcyclists, cracking down on the drinking driver and more 
highway safety devices. 


When one discusses ending the open range law, thoughts 


eventually turn to fencing off all highway rights-of-way. This is not 
the key. Probably the most important development that would 
come from repealing the law would be the placing of liability on the 
stockman and not on the driver. 


Did you know that if you strike a cow with your car in an open 


range area and you are lucky enough to live through it, you not only 
have to pay your own repair bills, you have to reimburse the 
livestock owner for his dead cow? It's true. 


If the stockman suddenly finds himself liable for death and 


property damage, perpetrated by a wandering cow, you can bet the 
animal won't be out there to begin with. But that is what we want. 
We don't want to shift the blame for multiple-fatal accidents — we 
don't want them to happen to begin with.

WASHINGTON—The

White House Conference on 
Youth held at Estes Park, Colo., 
was billed as "the most 
representative 
body 
of 


American youth ever assem- 
bled." But having once been a 
youth, and still keeping up 
acquaintanceship witn many 
today, I for one cannot accept 
that billing. 


It is entirely too much to 


accept 
that 
representative 


American youth—ages 14-24— 
would call for: (l) total with- 
drawal from Vietnam by the end 
of the year with no thought 
whatever of American prisoners 
of war, (2) legalization of 
. marijuana, (3) tolerance of any 
sexual behavior between con- 
senting adults, and (4) the 
resignation of FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 


One news account of the 


conference appearing in the 
Washington Post stated: "A 
self-proclaimed 
anarchist 


waving a black flag occasionally 
passed in fron of the speaker's 
platform and young people 
sitting in frot openly smoked 
marijuana while the drug task 
force read its report calling for 


legalization of the drug." 


This does not sound like 


typical American youth, so the 
answer must be that the group 
was not at all representative as 
stated. For if one does accept 
the statement that the con- 
ference was representative, it 
raises future eventualities for 
America that are almost too 
horrible to face. 


IF WE then reject the billing 


that the 1,200-plus group was not 
representative of American 
youth, it must have been 
representative of something. It 
is an established fact that more 
than a third of those present 
were adults, and this in itst.f 
detracts from the "represen- 
tative youth" billing. 


It is noteworthy that the adults 


in attendance came mostly from 
the ranks of government, many 
of the names easily identified 
with the radical left. In fact, 
some of the resolutions passed 
by the conference had identical 
wording to the stated aims of 
some radical groups which are 
calling for the overthrow of the 
American government. 


Leaders of the National 


Student Association figured 


prominently in the conference. 
The NSA has called for the 
abolition of the House Internal 
Security Committee, admission 
of Red China to the UN, support 
of the so-called "free speech" 
movement at University of 
California, support of the 
Student 
Non-violent Coor- 


dinating Committee, and has 
generally been identified with 
leftwing causes. 


Rennie Davis who proclaims 


publicly that he is a radical was 
a leader in the riots at the 
Democratic Convention in 
Chicago in 1968, and became 
known as one of the "Chicago 
Seven." Recently 
he was 


arrested on conspiracy charges 
in connection with the attempts 
to halt government functions in 
Washington. 


LAST JUNE in Milwaukee, 


Davis and other radical leaders 
drafted a list of "demands" to 
be made in the Mayday march 
on the nation's capital. These 
demands included immediate 
withdrawal of U. S. forces from 
Southeast Asia, a guaranteed 
annual income, the liberation of 
all political prisoners, the 
"liberation" of the people of 
Washington from their "colonial 


status" and a host of other 
"demands." 


It is curious, to say the least, 


that the "demands" in the Davis 
document were indentical to 
may of the resolutions con- 
sidered or approved by the 
White House Conference on 
Youth—the troop withdrawal, 
the guaranteed income, home 
rule for Washington, D. C. Does 
anyone really think this is 
coincidental? 


To further detract from the 


contention that the conference 
was representative of American 
youth, it should be noted that 
only a third of those present 
voted for most of the resolutions, 
and that a large number of those 
voting were adults. It should be 
noted, too, that the resolution 
calling for immediate 
troop 


pullout from Vietnam carried by 
no landslide 
majority. 
A 


resolution backing President 
Nixon's 
Vietnamization 


program failed only by 339 to 
246. 


Who was it that first billed the

None other than Stephen 
Hess, White House Aide who 
acted as conference director. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Kissinger Thinks South Vietnam Has Edge

WASHINGTON—National 


security 
adviser 
Henry 


Kissinger 
has reported to 


President Nixon that the South 
Vietnamese have gained the 
edge in the Indochina fighting. 


Kissinger is the President's 


chief watchdog over the In- 
dochina war. In a summary 
prepared for the President, 
Kissinger declares flatly: "Our 
assessment is that the balance 
in the Indochina peninsula has 
swung in favor of the South 
Vietnamese." 


We have seen a copy of 


Kissinger's summary, which 
was circulated to only a few key 
White House aides. It gives the 
final results of the South Viet- 
namese drive into Laos. 


"As Ambassador (Elsworth) 


Bunker has reported," writes 
Kissinger, 
"the (Laos) 


operation has created con- 
fidence 
among 
the South 


Vietnamese in the ability of 
ARVN (the army) . . . .There 
has been satisfaction in the fact 
that the fighting has been taken 
outside the borders of South 
Vietnam and that ARVN has 
been able to inflict far heavier 
casualties on the enemy " 


As evidence of this, Kissinger 


asserts: "We estimate that the 
equivalent 
of 
13 
enemy 


maneuver 
battalions were 


rendered ineffective in the 
course of the fighting whereas 
only four out of the 22 ARVN 
battalions were put out of 
combat." 


"Some reports of enemy 


losses in Vietnam in the past 


may have been exaggerated, but 
this time the estimate may be 
low. 
The enemy acted more 


aggressively than he had in 
several years with the result 
that he exposed himself to 
concentrated allied firepower 
and air attack. 


"Thus, we believe the ratio of 


enemy to friendly losses was at 
least 5 to 1, a very high price for 
Hanoi to pay." 


PREVENTED OFFENSIVE 
Kissinger suggested to the 


President that the Laos drive 
probably forestalled an enemy 
offensive. Otherwise, "the North 
Vietnamese would have had the 
real option of launching major 
attacks against ARVN and US 
forces located in the northern 
provinces of South Vietnam" 
says the national security aide. 


"Looking to the future," he 


adds, "we believe that the short- 
fall in their supply efforts will 
prevent them from mounting 
major offensives in South 
Vietnam in this dry season and 
will delay any offensives they 
might have planned over the 
next dry season." 


To hid e their weakness, he 


warns the North Vietnamese 
"may be willing to spend ad- 
ditional manpower in the days 
immediately ahead by trying to 
mount a sharp flurry of attacks 
in the northern part of South 
Vietnam and elsewhere. . . 


"Such 
attacks 
may 
be 


specifically directed against US 
units in an endeavor to increase 
American casualties, whatever 
the cost to Hanoi. Nonetheless, 
the communists probably have 


lost the ability to mount 
sustained major offensives, and 
the overall record of communist 
activity over the next few 
months can be expected to 
support this contention." 


Kissinger concludes that the 


Vietnamization of the war not 
only is "sound" but has been 
"enhanced" by the 
Laos 


operation. 


"Three years ago," 
he 


reminds the President, "ARVN 
units were engaged 
against 


enemy units in and close to 
South Vietnam's own population 
centers. Now ARVN units have 
shown themselves able to deal 
with the enemy threat in sanc- 
tuary areas without the support 
of US ground combat forces or 
advisers while keeping then- 
own territory pacified as well. 


"They have demonstrated the 


ability to mount a complex 
multi-division operation in 
conditions of difficult and un- 
familiar 
terrain, 
adverse 


weather and against a well- 
prepared enemy. Moreover, this 
is being achieved with a US 
presence which has diminished 
by some 260,000 men since 1969." 


Footnote: President Nixon 


decided not to use the Kissinger- 
furnished facts in the public 
debate over Vietnam. He is 
convinced that most Americans 
simply want to end the war. 
Therefore, he has decided to 
focus his statements more on 
what he is doing to get out than 
on justifying past military ac- 
tions.

Launched By

STANFORD 
(AP)"— A 


program designed to bring open 
heart surgery to more cardiac 
patients by creating surgical, 
centers at community hospitals 
has been launched by Dr. 
Norman Shumway, Stanford 
University Hospital surgeon and 
heart transplant pioneer. 


Shumway said Saturday that 


one of the centers is already in 
operation at El Camino Hospital 
in nearby Mountain View and 
another is being set up at 
Peninsula 
Hospital 
in 


Burlingame. 


The surgeon said the plan is 


unique because currently most 
heart surgery is done at 
university hospitals or affiliated 
institutions. 


Only about three or four 


private groups in the nation 
handle such cases, he said.

ailments, Shumway said: 


"It is time for coronary artery 


surgery

handled by the new centers. 


The surgeon said transplants 


should remain at universities 
because "there are still too 
many things we don't know 
about this particular procedure ' 
to let it get too far away."

Reagan-supported bill to impose 
payroll withholding of state 
income taxes next Jan. 1 to raise 
about $530 million in state 
revenues headed today toward a 
showdown in a Democratic- 
controlled Assembly Committee 
today. 


The bill by Assemblyman 


William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, 
is 
opposed 
by 


Democrats who say it undercuts 
their plans for overall reform of 
California's tax structure. 


Bagley. aware of the 10-7 


Democratic edge on the As- 
sembly Revenue and Taxation 
Committee, 
warned 
that 


Democrat rejection of the in- 
come tax withholding bill would 
be "playing fiscal footsie with 
the future of the state." 


If enacted into law early 


enough this year, the Bagley bill 
would impose withholding the 
first of next year, increasing the 
tax of state revenues by $530 
million on a one-term basis in 
the conversion from the present 


system of annual and quarterly 
collections. 


Estimates are the changeover 


would mean a permanent boost 
of $200 million in revenues by 
advancing the tax base by one 
year, netting income revenue 
from transient workers who now 
can escape paying California 
taxes and averting 
costly 


borrowing necessitated by 
seasonal booms and busts in 
state revenue. 


With the support of Gov. 


Reagan, Bagley has altered his 
bill to earmark $190 million of 
the one-time windfall on public 
school, college and university 
construction and another $55 
million to buy more parks and 
beach land. 


The remaining $285 million 


would go for income 
tax 


forgiveness next year, offsetting 
about half of the so-called 
"double taxation" as the new 
system is applied. 


Both parties have shifted their 


positions in regard to the 
withholding issue from last 
Obituaries 


year. 
Reagan finally endorsed 


withholding in 1970 for the first 
time after resisting it his first 
three years in office. But he 
insisted the entire withholding 
"wind fall" must go back to the 
taxpayers. 


Both 
parties 
endorsed 


withholding in principle last 
year but were unable to agree on 
a specific bill to implement it. 


Last year Bagley carried Gov. 


Reagan's $1 billion a year tax 
reform package, which included 
withholding. But it failed for 
lack of a single vote in the 
Senate. 


Democrats opposed the plan, 


saying it gave no net revenue 
increase to local schools. 


Democrats say they expect 


Reagan will have to com- 
promise even more than just 
giving half the money to schools 
and parks if only to keep up with 
a recurrent cash flow problem in 
the running of state govern- 
ment. 


The Bagley bill is AB 184.

It is not surprising that an 


increasing number of teen-agers 
are writing about the problem of 
dating others while separated 
from a special boy or girl friend. 
With so many boys going into 
uniform, more couples are 
coming face to face with the 
problems raised by two or three 
years of separation. They ask, 
"Should we be strictly true to 
each other, dating nobody else; 
or is it best to trust each other 
and enjoy life by having dates 
with others while we are 
apart?" 


It is complicated question for 


which there are no firm answers 
based on hard and fast rules. 
Each couple must decide for 
themselves, on the basis of their 
own relationship. 
Have any 


definite promises been made 
tetween them? If so, are such 
promises sensible and justified, 
considering the couple's ages 
and the other circumstances 
which would affect their plans 
for marriage?

should have no trouble over Ihe 
question of dating others. Their 
promises to each other amount 
to an engagement—and if the 
engagement is truly warranted, 
neither whould have any in- 
terest in dating others. If love 
cannot survive an occasional 
period of loneliness through 
separation, it is nol »eal love in 
the firsl place. When a couple is 
supposedly engaged, and either 
one thinks dating others is ad- 
visable 
while 
they 
are 


separated, it is probably best to 
break the so-called engagement, 
or at least postpone it, until they 
can be back togelher again. 


I have received many letters 


from girls and servicemen, too, 
saying they are being broad- 
minded and mature because 
they have agreed that each shall 
be free to date others during 
separation—without 
affecting 


their engagement, of course. 
These arrangements sound good 
but as long as they want to date 
others, their engagement is not 
for real. 


What about the couple who is 


going steady when the boy is 
called away? They are not 
engaged but, as steadies, it is a 
lot more than mere friendship, 
too. What should they do about 
promises not to date others 
while separated? 


In a case like this the couple 


should 
examine 
their 


relationship carefully and try to 
arrive at a clear-cut, mutual 
understanding. If they do not 
have 
serious 
plan-; 
for 


marriage—just hopes—neither 
should promise not to date 
others. It is too much of a 
sacrifice for teens to give up all 
dating contacts before they are 
old enough and mature enough 
to settle down to one partner for 
life. 


Nobody can give a couple in 


this quandary firm guide lines to 
follow. They can only discuss it 
between themselves and try to 
arrive at a firm decision before 
the boy goes away. 


Of course, many teen couples 


succeed in making this decision 
but, according to their letters, it 
is often the wrong one. Under 
the stress of an enforced parting 
they promise each other long- 
lasting affection. But later, after 


the

association is broken, a pledge 
for 
absolute 
datelessness 


doesn't seem so desirable any 
more. Either the boy or girl may 
get lonely and wish for congenial 
company now—not two or three 
years in the future. 


Many teens are caught in this 


change-of-heart trap. Both boys 
and girls often write to ask how 
they can tell a former object of 
their affections that they have 
changed their minds. It doesn't 
mean 
these 
writers 
are 


necessarily 
fickle 
or un- 


trustworthy or trying to get out 
of their obligations. Their 
principal mistake 
was in 


making an unwise agreement in 
the first place, before they 
parted. When a change of heart 
does occur, the only fair thing to 
do is tell the other person the 
truth—as gently as possible, but 
the truth nevertheless. 


The point of all this is that 


teen-age couples who are forced 
to separate, either by the armed 
forces or for some other 
unavoidable reason, should 
make no agreements not to date 
others while apart. In many 
cases, it would even be wise to 
delay actual engagements until 
the couple can be back together 
again. Serious promises, once 
made, are difficult to break 
without leaving scars on one or 
both persons. 


When the time comes for a 


long-separated couple to get 
back together, how much better 
that it happens because of 
mutual, natural attractions 
rather than some sense of duty 
based on a former promise.
